Obituary. 

! The inoxorablo linnd of doath Imp 
affain visited us ai;d has struck down 
in tlio prime of life, an old and ich- 
peotcd citizen. Mr William Brooke 
Naylor, who83 demise wo record else- 
where, was taken suddenly ill on 
Tliursdaj- lust, and uhhough Dvr. 
Trimble and Helmckeii wore in con- 
stant attendance, he ffradually sunk 
uniil death tennirjated his stifForin^s 
yesterday at 10 o'clock. Tlio iininodi- 
aio cause ol death is siiid to have boon 
apoplexy. There are few pulilic men 
who can pass throLit;h li o without 
making enemies, and cf all public 
poriiti itis the ollice of Sliurilf is per- 
haps the most coniiiicivo CO unpopular- 
ity, atid the most dlllicnli, tv> discharyo 
without incurring the ill will ol some 
of our fellow creatures. Yet it will 
ever bo the brighteat spot in the 
memory of the deceased, that ho died 
without a known enemy, deeply uiid 
sincerely lamented by all olussos ol 
the comtnunit}', among whom ho had 
resided and held ofiicu for several 
years. The late Mr IS'aylor, who was 
a naMvo of W; kifield, Yorkshire, 
where his family oe'JU|)ied a highly 
respectable position, was one ot the 
early pioneers of Victoria. In ISGO he 
was appointed by Governor Douglas, 
High yhoriffof Vancouver Island and 
its dependencies, and tilled iho duties 
of that oflicc — frequently arduous in 
their nature — up to Uio time oi his 
death, with credit to himself and beno 
fit to the countrj'. lie was in every 
sense a gcutleinau. K nd, affable and 
courteous in his demeanor towards 
all, ho had tho enviable tact of dis- 
cbargingan unpleasant duty with the 
best possible grace and not unfrc- 
quently performed acts of kindness 
and charity without tho slightest 03~ 
tentation. Modest and retiring in his 
habits ho never took part in ati3' public 
afl'uirs, except parlimeutary and muni, 
cipal elections, where his duties ro. 
quired him to preside, and his justice 
and impartiality were musl conspicious 
on these occasions. Ho leaves behind 
hi ra a wife and child, who have been 
deprived of a fond and devoted l)us~ 
band and father, while tho ceuntrj' 
loses a valuable olliet'r, and the corns 
munity a good, generous citizen, whor o 
heart was in the right place. The 
funeral of the deceased will take 
place to-morrow at 3 p. in., w th full 
Masonic rites, he having been Past- 
master ol Victoria Lodge ; tho 
Volunteers and Firemen will also tes- 
tify their respect to his memory by 
being present on the mournlul occii- 
sioii. Tho Qags of the city were yes- 
terday displayed at hal (Miiast.
